CHICAGO ACADEMY OF DENTAL 
RESEARCH WILL PRESENT 
TWO-DAY SEMINAR 


Dr. Philip Green, president of the 
Chicago Academy of Dental Research, 
announces a two-day seminar on Perio- 
dontal Therapy under the direction of 
Dr. Saul S. Schluger of Jersey City, N. J. 
The program will be given on Saturday 
and Sunday, February 1 and 2, 1958, just 
preceding the Midwinter Meeting of the 
Chicago Dental Society. 

Dr. Schluger is considered one of the 
foremost periodontists in the country and 
the originator of the muco-buccal fold 
resection in periodontics. He is professor 
of periodontia at Columbia University 
Postgraduate Dental School and co- 
author of Periodontal Therapy with Drs. 
Henry Goldman and Lewis Fox.

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SERIOUS PENICILLIN 
REACTIONS ARE INCREASING 


Reporting on a nationwide survey of 
more than four years, a Food and Drug 
Administration physician told the Fifth 
Annual Symposium on Antibiotics that 
the number of serious reactions to peni- 
cillin has been increasing annually. Dr. 
Henry Welch, chief of the FDA division 
of antibiotics, made the report. 

Since 1945, Dr. Welch said, isolated re- 
ports of penicillin reactions with a rela- 
tively high percentage of fatalities have 
been appearing in medical literature. The 
survey, covering the principal antibiotics, 
showed a substantially higher number of 
reactions to penicillin than to other anti- 
biotics. 

In the survey, 3,419 case histories of 
severe reactions were classified, but 424 
were excluded because of insufficient 
data. One-third of the reported reactions 
to all antibiotics were classified as life- 
threatening and about nine-tenths of the 
reactions were attributed to penicillin. 

“The trend of increase in serious re- 
actions, especially from penicillin given 
by intramuscular injection,’ the FDA 
says, “shows there should be a clear-cut 
indication of need before the drug is ad- 
ministered. The study of case histories 
indicates that there has not been indis- 
criminate use of penicillin by physicians.” 
At one point Dr. Welch points out that 
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the number of reactions to penicillin is 
still small when considering that millions 
of persons receive it each year and that 
it has saved tens of thousands of lives. He 
said the increased incidence of reactions 
is to be expected in the wise use of a 
highly antigenic substance. 


RELIEF CAMPAIGN BEGINS 


The Annual Relief Fund Campaign of 
the American Dental Association 
on October 16th when Relief Fund seals 
were mailed to all ADA members. 

The goal is again set at $100,000, a 
sum that has been exceeded in each of 
the five previous campaigns. The quota 
for the state of Illinois is again $6,830. 
In the last campaign we contributed 
125.1% of this amount or $8,679.25. 

Contributions for 1956-57 were $128,- 
363, the highest in the campaign’s his- 
tory. Forty-six constituent societies and 
the federal dental services reached or ex- 
ceeded their respective quotas. Only nine 
societies failed to reach their goal. 

With the help of all’ another record 
can be set for the coming year. The Re- 
lief Fund is a matter of concern for all 
dentists. It provides the means whereby 
members of the profession unite to help 
those in need. It needs and deserves the 
generous support of every dentist in the 
nation. 

Every dollar of every contribution goes 
for relief purposes. Full costs of adminis- 
tration of the fund and of the fund-raising 
drive are assumed by the American Den- 


tal Association. One-half of all contribu- 
tions from our members will be returned 
to the Relief Fund of the Illinois State 
Dental Society.
